Hens Vemu Coiva. 


A few miles from the city of London 


resides a gentleman and his good wife, 
owning and tilling fifty acres of land. 
The gentleman has always had great 
faith in his cows paying well, but 
thought the hens a bill of expense. The 
lady, on the other hand, contended that 
the hens paid better than the cows. Ac 
cordingly one spring she determined to 
keep books for one season and ascertain 
the respective merits of both. She cred- 
ited the hens with all eggs laid, and in- 
teresting indeed was the contest as the 
time c.rew nigh for receiving tho check 
from the cheese factory. But it came at 
last, and behold, the liens were ahead, 
and so it continued throughout the sea- 


son. 


One hundred hens to three cows, and 


as they had decided in the spring that it 
would cost about the same to keep each, 
the gentleman was forced to yield the 
point and admit that the hens were most 
profitable; and if others would keep an 
exact account they would be surprised 
at the result, but most farmers do not 
give thcii hens credit for anything ex- 
cept what eggs are taken to market. It 
is not at all difficult to make hens pay 
$1 per head per annum if properly cared 
for 
The «liter on one occasion made 


$3 per head on five dark Brahma hens 
after paying all expenses. This, it will 
be understood, was per eggs and meat 
alone, not for breeding stock, as half a 
dollar was the highest price realized for 
young birds —Farmers' Advocate. 


Cannonading for Rain. 


A rather peculiar petition was pre- 


sented to the Kansas house by Mr. Sher- 
man, of Rooks county. It was from 183 
citizens of that county. They want the 
legislature to make an appropriation for 
the purpose of experimenting in the mat- 
ter of securing artificial rainfall by 
means of cannonading. The petition was 
as follows- "We, your petitioners, many 
of us veterans of the late war, knowing 
from experience that heavy rainfalls fol- 
lowed each battloor heavy cannonading, 
and believing that this fact indicates that 
man may produce rainfall by artificial 
perturbation of the atmosphere when 
otherwise it would not be experienced, 
and believing it « ould be wise for the 


5tate of Kansas to make a reasonable ex- 
periment in the matter of attempting to 
produce artificial rainfall, would most 
respectfully ask you to make an appro- 
priation out of tho treasury for the pur- 
pose of such experiments either by can- 
nonading or otherwise as may be deemed 
best."—Kansas City Star.

Sweden was the 
originator of (his system of manual in- 
struction, which is not, as is fiequently 
supposed, meiely wood carving, but is 
the system applied to the different kinds 
of handiwork for educational pin poses. 


Slojd, the Scandinavian Mord, which 


is termed "sJoyd" in England for con- 
venience, means originally "cunning," 
"clever," "handy." The result at which 
the system hpccially aims ia to implant 
respect foi work in general, even for the 
conrsci foniio of manual labor; to de- 
velop activitj, to foster order, cleanli- 
ness,, neatncbs and aecuiacs: to encour- 
age attention, industry and perseverance; 
to develop the physical powers and to 
train the eye and the sense of form. It 
is intended to teach all classes, from the 
highest to the lowest, how to use their 
hands as well as their heads, so that each 
man and woman may be placed in a 
position o£ independence and be capable 
of earning an honest livelihood.

CLOTH MADE FROM WOOD. 


Method of Reducing the Boards to a SUM 


of Isolated Fiber.. 


Mitsoherlich has applied the bisulphite 


process for reducing .wood to the pro- 
duction of a fiber from wood which can 
be spun. 


Thin boards (jr laths free from knots, 


but of any desired width, are cut into 
strips in the direction parallel with the 
gram, and.arethen boiled in a boiler con- 
taining a solution of sulphurous acid or 
bi^Jphite. This boiling effects disinte- 
gration without requiring that the strips 
of boards shall be reduced to very small 
pieces. After boiling the wood, it is 
dried in tho open air or in specially con- 
structed drying rooms. By thus drying 
the product, the fiber, which is originally 
very weak and tends to break at the 
slightest strain, becomes comparatively' 
strong and does not resume its very 
breakable condition on the addition of 
water. The operations are carried out as 
follows' 


The damp masses on the frame are 


transfei red to a traveling endless cloth, 
which lords them to a pair of rollers, 
wh n may be plain or provided with 
corrugations in the direction of their 
length, tho ribs of the one roller be- 
ing 
made 
to

by they eCoct a simultaneous strong 
bending and squeezing of the masses. 
The cutting of the material in passing 
through 
the 
9orrugated 
rollers is 


avoided by causing tho endless cloth 
to pass- over the 
lower roller and 


Uy placing a canvas covering around 
the upper roller. The pressed masses 
fall from these rollers on to a second 
endless cloth, which convey^" them 
to a second pair of rollers,' frot^yWhich 
they are conveyed to a third pair, and so 
on, they being preferably pressed in this 
way six times. 
By continued treat- 


ment of the wood the fibers become at 
length so pliable and isolated from each 
other that they can be employed directly 
for coarse filaments. 


For obtaining a perfect isolation of tho 


fibers, however, without material de- 
terioration, theso operations alone are 
not suitable, and their special purpose is 
to loosen the libers in the transverse di- 
rection, SD tint in the following opera- 
tion a thin, long fiber may bo obtained. 
For this purpose tho boiled and pressed 
ma&fces aro completely diied. After dry- 
ing they are combed in the direction 
parallel with tho fibers by means of de- 
vices provided with pins or teeth, in a 
manner similar to the operations for 
combing flax, cotton, etc., but with the 
difference that tho pins or teeth of the 
appaiatus must be made very strong. 
The separation of the extractable matter 
fiom tho filer produced by boiling the 
gums and soluble organic matter can be 
effected at any time. It is, however, 
pieferably effected after the fiber has 
been spun into threads, etc.—Scientific 
American 


A Madman's Ingenuity. 


John B. Leoni a young sculptor, 


whoso parents are supposed to reside in 
Jersey City, who for some time lias been 
an inmate of an abylum, escaped from 
IILS keepers some time ago and wandered 
to Burlington, N. J., where a lively iu- 
terest was taken in him. He was found 
roaming aimlessly around the streets, 
and, pending the result of inquiries as 
to his identity, was placed in the city 
jail. 


Shortly after his incarceration Leoni 


obtained possession of a piece of soap 
and proceeded to astonish the jaibrs. 
With his finger nails he dexterously be- 
gan carving the soap and gradually it 
assumed human shape. When through 
his labor Leoni had produced a model of 
an Alpine huntsman. Tho figure, which 
is now in possession of Mayor Silpath, is 
about seven inches in height.

place. This generally has been contrived 
with much architectural skill, and in 
days gone by baffled discovery from the 
most observant and experienced eye. In 
certajn cases it would appear that, for 
some reason or other, the hiding place 
has been specially kept a secret among 
members of tha family. Thus, in the 
north of England, may be mentioned 
Netherhall, near Maryport, Cumberland, 
the seat of tho old family of Senhouse. 
In this time honored mansion there is 
said to be a real secret chamber, its exact 
position being only known to two persons 
—the heir-in-law and the family solicitor. 


According to the popular tradition the 


secret of the hidden room has never been 
revealed to more than two living persons 
at a time! This mysterious room has no 
window, and, despite every endeavor to 
discover it, has, it is said, defied tho in 
genuity of every visitor staying in the 
house.
